On behalf of T-Mobile USA, Inc. (“T-Mobile”), this letter supplements the above-
referenced application by which T-Mobile seeks authority under Section 214 of the 
Communications Act of 1934, as amended, to provide international telecommunications services 
on a resale basis between the United States and Montenegro.1  Although Montenegro was an 
observer government to the World Trade Organization (“WTO”) at the time the application was 
filed, its full membership was imminent.  T-Mobile now notifies the Commission that
